By including provision 
for breakfast Barnet robs 
his tenants of the prot- 
ection of registering 
with the Rent Tribunal 
for a fair rent. He is 
thus free to charge his 
tenants any rent he 
wishes, which you can 
bet is well above a 
fair rent level. 


But Barnet does make con 
cessions .Tenants can have 
breakfast delivered to 
their flat for a mere £ 12 
per month service charge, 
to be paid in advance of 
course. According to the 
lease if a couple wanted 
2 breakfasts delivered 
they would have to pay an 
extra £15 per month for 
the additional breakfast, 
plus twice the £12 service 
charge - ah extra £39 per 
month in all iust for 2 
breakfasts.* With that sort 
of disincentive small won- 
der that none of the 200 
tenants have it delivered 
to their flats. 


However, Barnet’s 
breakfast device is an 
even bigger abuse of the 
Rent Act than might at 
first be suspected. By far 
the majority of his tena- 
nts don't actually get 
any breakfast at all.’ If 
they wanted it they’d have 
to travel to 3 Athole Gdns 
between 8.00 and 9.15 
each morning, which isn’t 
possible if working and is 
a bloody drag if you’ve to 
walk over a mile before 
eating breakfast. No won- 
der Barnet’s cook told 
the GPP that out of about 
200 tenants only 6 come 
for breakfast I 


So, Barnet’s tenants lose 
both ways. They can’t reg- 
ister their rents with the 
Rent Tribunal because of 
the breakfast provision 
in the contract, although 
most never see even a boil- 
ed egg I 

Typical tenants are a cou- 
ple (names and addresses 
witheld in case of reper- 
cussions from Barnet - 
tenants who get ’breakfast’ 
have no security of ten- 
ure) whose rent is £50 
per month for 1 room, 
shared kitchen and bath- 
room. A comparable reg- 
istered rent is £30 per 
month, so Barnet’s rake-off 
is £20 per month for that 
1 room, and he lets 200 
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State SciDungets 


The Social Security has swindled 
claimants out of £3 00m. Nearly 
one million people did not rec- 
eive benefit to which they were 
entitled. 

These figures were published last 
month in a report by the Supple- 
mentary Benefits Commission. The 
report stated that only 75% of entit- 
led benefit was claimed. 

However if you earn over £5,000 a 
year, don’t let your conscience trouble 
you, for the Commission report as-' 
sures us that over 25% of those people 
are not totally destitute. They may 
only be losing less than £1 or only 
a month’s benefit. 

The report goes on to say— showing 
the concern for the needy for Which 
they are famous— “ftit it would be 
wrong to draw the-Opposite conclu- 
sion that they are living in relative 
affluence and weshould cease to be 
concerned about them.” 

Bloody right! If I lost £I out of my 
meagre £13, it is beyond doubt that 
I would no longer be living in “aff- 
luence”. 

And who is to blame for this dis- 
graceful state of affairs?.Wliy, the 
claimant of course. 

The Chairman of the commission, 
David' Donaldson, said that people 
did not get their money because of 
a “mixture of pride. Ignorance, a 
sense of stigma, a reluctance to 
make the effort that a claim calls 
for, a desire for self-sufflceincy on 
the part of an individual fkmily, 
unwillingness to become involved 


Any claimant mi^t give a different 
story. They would mention the long 
waits, being forced to drag children 
bade and forth between offices, the 
mountains of useless bureaucracy 
and the whole general system of deli- 
berately humiliating, intimidating 
and threatening claimants. 

As for “ighorance” of the moun- 
tain of jargonised crap they call 
‘information leaflets’-just try ask> 
ing for them and ^e where it getH yoa. 

Mr Donaldson has a short memory. 
Only a few months ago he talked to 
represehtatives from Qaimants Un- 
ions up and down the country who 
has a few things to say about why 
benefit was not claimed. 

One of the main functions of the 
Claimaiits Unions is to give people 
information they need to fight 

for iheir daim-and it really is a. fight. 
However, several SSofflces had banned 
then from handing out information 
in the office. In other cases, the 
clerks refused to deal vnth a daim- 
ant who had anything to do with 
the Gaimants Union people. 

In NO cases known to the C.li. 
members have the Social Security 
staff, made an effort to inform people 
oWieir full entitlement. In many 
cases the clerks were themselves ig- 
norant of what a claimant was due. 

The sanctimonious tone of this re- 
port is a piece of prime hypocrisy. 

It would be more honest to print 
the unwritten rules of the whole soc- 
ial security systpni-“Keep’em scared, 
keep ’em humble and keep ’em ignor- 
ant.”

Whenever unemployment is 
discussed two things are 
certain. One that numbers 
will be quoted. Two tliat 
the discussion will end 
with a call to the gover- 
nment to do something. Like 
injecting several thousand 
million pounds to help 
"reflate the economy." 

The number of people 
unemployed quoted offici- 
ally is a considerable 
underestimate. It's really 
the number of people 
registered as unemployed. 

For example, because they 
are not entitled to 
benefit many women do not 
register. The true number 
of unemployed could easily 
be 2Js million. 

If the government do 
reflate the economy later 
this year, they will be 
trying to make British 
industry as 'efficient' 
and profitable as possible. 

As they are running an eco- 
nomic system based on fina- 
ncial profit and the kind 
of 'efficiency' that goes 
with it, they have no 
chpice about their priorities. 
If anyone is being made 
redundant as a result of 
new manufacturing methods 
being introduced to 'rati- 
onalise' production they have 


first hand proof that 
'efficiency' and jobs do 
not always go together. 

When unemployment start- 
ed to rise the Trade Union 
leaders issued grave warn- 
ings about what would 
happen if the number of 
unemployed reached million 
...1 million. .. IJsmillion. 

The government -pledged it 
would do everything in its 
power to keep the jobless 
total down. The opposition 
attacked the government for 
its position on unemploy- 
ment. Those out of work ate 
used as a political football 
to be kicked around by 
government, opposition, 

TU leaders, and assorted 
political factions. 

A reduction in the 
working week with no 
reduction in pay could make 
a real impact on unemploy- 
ment. It would give us 
more leisure time as well. 

The advantages to us are 
obvious. But most employers 
would feel that such a 
socially desirable proposal 
was against their interests, 

- some 'persuasion' will be 
needed. 

Proposals are put forward 
for import controls. The 
arguments for controls 
might sound attractive. 




This very issue was one 
of the stumbling blocks 
in the abovemen tinned Par- 
tick Garage resistance. 
Some other garages, prob- 
ably with ITnion influence 
at work, decided not to 
back the Partick tactic of 


the tactic doesn't only 
apply to transport workers.

The profit domin- 
ated economy cannot 
guarantee satisfying work 
or a reasonable standard 
of living. We need to start 
thinking about how to 
break out of its restricti- 
ons.

extremely worthwhile 
initiative. We need to cre- 
ate a whole economy where 
people can express themse- 
lves through creative work 
which is useful for them- 
selves and for people in 
general.

Of course, I do it so 
I can get money to go 
through the whole process 
again in another shop^and 
waste someone else's time^ 
to buy the things I need, or 


to pay reftt to a landlord 
(which is another stupid 
arrangement) so I don'y 
have to sleep on the streets 
When I think of all the 
people in jobs like mine, 
all the time & energy we 
waste, and what we could do 
with that time and energy if 
we were free to use it con- 
structively, I feel sick 
in my heart. When I con- 
sider that to just walk in 
and take what you need from 
a distribution point (or 
shop as they're called) is 
a criminal offence, my mind 
boggles at the craziness of 
the society we live in. 

I reckon its about time we 
all took a shake to our- 
selves, stopped pissing 
about with stupid laws and 
ridiculous ways of doing 
things (such as how we dist 
ribute, or restrict dis- 
tribution of jfood) and 
started to create a society 
where we can ALL spend our
